It is an interesting fact that several youths brought from the Sandwich 
Tsles, ave now resident in this country. Four of them having for a cone 
silerabie timeengaged the attention of liberal and active friends of tnis- 
sions, have by them been recommended to the notice of your Committee 5 
and the Committee have thought it right to receive them under the rate 
tronage of this board, to educate with a view to their being sent bac ckin 
dio time to their owa uative Isles, qualified to be employ ed as preachers 
or teachers to their native countryinen, These four youths, by the grace 
of God accompanying the me: ins which have been used with them, have 
renounced their heathenism, appear to have been brought to a saving know 
ledge of Christ, commend themselves to all around them as engaged and 
exemplary Christians, and testify adeep concern for their idolatrous par- 
ents, a! nd brethren, and people, and an ardent desire to be instruments of 
imparting to them the % Ate 28 of the Gospel. ‘Lheir faculties’ are vig~ 
orous; their preficiency i their studies is good 3 and the promise which 
they give of future nsefulness is higaly encouraging. Another, a son of 
a King inone of the [slands, has lately come to the knowledge of the Com- 
mittee, and meastres are taken to obtain hts discharge from the nav al ser- 
rice of the United States, that he may be placed under advantages similar 
to those which his four countrymen enjoy. Your Committee cannot but 
vratefully recognize the hand of God in bringing these lately pagan youth: 
to our shores, placi ing them within the influenee vot Christian beney dlence, 
inclining thats hearts to the Gospel, and producing in them the desire of 
waking knewn the u: nepaanans grace to their countrymen, It isan in- 
timation which deserves attention, and may lead to very important events; 
ard it is submitted to Ms e wisdom of the Board to determine upon a plan to 
be adopted for the education, not only of the youth already under our care 
but of sach others from heathen lands, as Provideuce from ti me-to time 
may olier to our patronage and direction, 

The Committee feel a great pleasure in acknowledging the continued 
and liberal benetactiong, which have been received the year past from nu- 
merous auxiliary Societies, and individuals.

tance. Long has the Infidel reproached Christianity on account of the 
narrow limits within which it has been confined. The reproach belongs 
neither to our holy religion nor to its adorable Author. Christianity is 
adapted in its nature, its institutions, its whole design, to the condition and 
necessities, tothe relations.and interests, temporal ‘and eternal, of all man- 
kind : and from the day of eur Lord’s ascension, his momentous edict has 
been in force, and binding upon Christians in eve ry age and in every piace. 
Goye and make disciples of all nations:—Go into all the world, aud 
preach the Gospel to every creature.—This command has not been fulfilled. 
Fighteen centuries have passed away, and three fourths of the inhabitants 
ol ‘the earth are yet without the Gospel! It is a reproacntul, an awtul fact. 
For this large portion of mankind, amounting by estimation to six hundred 
millions, the whole of Christendom at this day, atter the powerful ex- 
citements of the last 20 years, supplies only ‘about two handred mission- 
aries :—only one preacher of the Gospel to three millions of souls, dwel- 
ling in "ll and the shadow of death. Were portions of the unevan- 
gelized people of the world to be assigned to the several Protestant €hris- 
tian nations, according to their num »bers and their means for supplying mis- 
sionaries, notless than one hundred millions would fall te the share ‘of our 
own nation. For these we now employ nine or ten missionaries ; not more 
than one to ten millions of souls ! Is it time them to slacken our hands,— 
to relax our exertions,—to caution those who are coming forward with 
their liberalities lest they do too much for this object? How then shall we 
answer for that hundred millions of souls to Hmm who, though He was rich 
yet for our sakes became poor, and who is calling upon us with all the en- 
ergy of his love, and all the majesty of his authority, to im part the Gospel 
of his salvation to them! The vast magnitude of the work of promulga- 
ting the Gospel in every region of the heathen world, and the pressing duty, 
which lies with such accuniulated weight upon Christian nations, might al- 
most overwhelm with despondency, “instead of stimulating to exertions 
But it can be shown, with unanswerable conclusiveness, that the energies 
of Christendom, if wisely directed, and accompanied with a divine bless: ng 
would be amply sufficient to send the Gospel into every dark corner of the 

earth, and supply a competent number of faithful preachers, within the 
short period of a quarter of acentury. Let the friends of missions take 
courage ; let them arise with one heart and a stedfast purpose, and apply 
themselves to the great enterprize before them ; and leteach one rescive 
for himself , whatever others may do, that he will not forget the heathen, 
while he has hands to labor, a tongue to plead, or a heart to pray.

PUPLICATIONS. 
During the past year, the work of the Rev. Mr. Scott. in answer to Ral 


bi Crooll, the intended pu tblication of whieh was snnounced in thie last Re- 
port, has come forth. Lt is dis tingvished Ly all that extent of scriptural 
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knowledge, Christian temper, and sound argument, which might have been 
anticipated by those who were acquainted with Mr. Scott’s former wri- 
tings ; and which render it worthy as well of its venerable author, as of 
the Sacred Cause which it defends. Your Committee recommend this 
work to the Members of the Society generally ; both as exhibiting, at oue 
view, the chief points of controversy between Jews and Christians, and as 
containing evidence of the present religious state of that people. Your 
Comunittee hail, with the most unfeigned satisfaction, the revival of reti- 
sious discussion with the Jews, which, with the exception of the work of 
Levi in defence of Judaisin, and the able Answer which it received in the 

temarks upon it by an [nguirer, may besaid-to have slept since the days of 
Bishop Kidder. Being thus revived, it is the earnest wish of your Com- 
mittee that it may not be suffered again to sleep, until, as they trust at 
no distant period, it shall be consigned to everlasting rest by the conversion 
of the whole House of Israel to the faith of their owu Messiah. 

t has been judged necessary by your Committee to enlarge the plan of 
the Monthly Publication of the Society: from the Ist of January, a New 
Series has been commenced, under the title of “Jewish Expositor, and 
Friend of Israel.”” Of the execution of this work, it does not become 

our Committee to say much: they hope it will be niade beneficial to the 
Jews, in drawing their attention to the great truths of Christian Faith: 
and useful to the cause of the Society amongst Chiristians.by diffusing infor- 
miation respecting the state of the Ancient People of God®™ Your Com- 
mittee cannot but fee!, however,.that it is of the greatest importance that 
their Literary Friends, throuchowt the kingdom, should be sensible of the 
duty which is imposed upon them, of helping the Editors to. render the 
work as acceptable as possible both to Jews and Christians. The numer- 
eus and arduous avocations of the Editors render this more peculiarly ne- 
cessary 3 as they ave quite unable to deyote so much ef their awn time to. 
the work, as would be requisite to their conducting it without such assist- 
ance. ‘The circulation of tne Expositor has considerably exceeded that of 
the former work. 

A Selection ef Psalms and Hymms has been printed for the use of the 
Episcopal Jews’ Chapel. 

EPISCOPAL JEWS’ CHAPEL. 

Lhe Jewish Converts and Chiidren, under the patronage of the Society, 
have attended this place of worship; ‘vhere besides the Two Sermons 
preached on the Sabbath, there has also been a New Lecture, of a practi- 
cal nature, instituted on the Wednesday Evening, We cannot say that 
many or the Unconverted Jews have constantly resorted there, although 
occasionally some have attended it. The Chapel has been found very ac- 
ceptable to the Christian Community in that populous neighborhood, and 
hss consequently (exclusive of the rent of the ground on which it stands) 
defrayed its own expences. Many Christians have been induced, 
by their attendance there, to feel a lively interest in the Salvation of Is- 
rael, .The Jewish Children have been publicly catechised at the Chapel 
on each Sabbathduring Lent,in the Catechism of the Established Church, 
with the Explanation published by the Rev. Basil Woodd ; and have giv- 
en great satisfaction, by the correctness of their answers. The Committee 
have lately passed a Resolution, which they hope to carry into effect with- 
out delay; viz. that a Series of Arzumentative Lectures, exclusively ad- 
dressed to the Jews, demonstrating that Jesus of Nazareth isthe true Mes- 
siah, shall be preached at this Chapel, on the First Wednesday in each mont), 
by such Clergymen of the Established Church as may be willing to ren- 
der their services in this iMportant work. 
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Lectures to Christians on subjects relative to the Jows are preached, by 
various Clergymien, at Bentinck Chapel, on tle Third Thursday, and at 
St. Swithin’s London-Stone, on the Second Tuesday. in each nionth.— 
A » onthly Lecture has also a ‘en preached at the Ely Chapel, and is still 
continued. 

JEWS PAPTIZD. 

Since the last Report, only one adult Jew, and four children have heen 
baptized in the Society’s Episcopal Chapel. It grieves your Committee 
to be obliged to add, that tle adult has. since his baptism, in various res- 
pects manifested hiniself to have been unworthy of participating of that or- 
dinance. However painful circuiistaiices of tiis nature may be, the his- 
tory of the Church, even in her purest age, teaches us to auticipate ome 
occurrence. While they shonld lead us to use great caution and ciren: 
spect! ion, they ought neither to excite surprise, nor to damp our vas — 
‘Lhe person here alluded to having manitested those appearances of seri- 
ousness whieh seem to indicate the commencement of the work of Spiritu- 

al Regeneration, and having eontinued te express an earnest desire for 
haptis sm; from which he had, for a considerable time, been held back, it was 
judged improper any longer to deny him the ordinance. In this instance, 
therefore, is manifest that no undue precipitation was used, in aduinis- 
iering the initiatory rite of the Christian Chureb. 

While what is mentioned above should call forth se-sations of sorrow, 
your Committee are happy to have it intheir power to give some Informa- 
tion of a more exh ilarating nature. It was mentioned in the last Report, 
that besides the three youth underthe immediate charge of the Society, 
there were several adult Jews in this country who were receiving instruc- 
tion with a view to the exercise of the Christian Ministry to their Brethren 
Your Committee have now the satisfaction to state, for your information, 
that a friend of the Institution, who is aware that, at present, ita 
funds ure not adequate to that pur pose, has taken under his charge some res- 
“nape le young men of the Jewish Nation, who have exp essed a desire to 

e instructed in the principles of the Christian Faith, as Probationers.— 
‘They are from various parts of Europe; and such of them as have alrea- 
dy or may hereafter manifest decided tokens of piety, and competent tal- 
ents, it is ‘de ‘signed to educate as Missionaries. A door not being at pres- 
eut opened for Mr. Frey’s ordination in the Established Church, it has been 
judged expedient by your Committee to give him a destination which con- 
neots him with this establishuient. Te has, therefore been stationed in 
the insmediate vicinity of the young men above mentioned ; and the three 
youths educating by the society lave been removed fr om the former situ- 
ation, and placed under his charge, where they have the advantage of all 
the means of grace provided fer their brethrer. Another young man, 
who was baptized some vears ago, nnder the patronage of the Society , and 
has since been employed in the printing-office, having expressed a desire to 
become a Missiona: y, has also baen put under the tuition of Mr. Frey, at 
the expense of a a benevolent individual, to whose acquaintance he was in- 
troduced 1 ina provice: ‘tial iwanner. Six of the Probationers, who are re- 
ceiving instruction as above mentioned, have been a imitted to Christian 
baptism since the lasé Anniversary ; and your Committee have the satis- 
faciion to inform you, that thee are among them promising indications of 
decided piety, and also of competent talents for the vocation of Mis 


flonaries. 
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LANCASTERIAN SABBATH 8CHOOL OF CHILLICOTHE. 


The Lancasterian Sabbath School, some time since established in this 
place, under the direction of Mr. D. W. Hearn, is now in successful ope- 
ration. Thereare upwards of sixty children, who now attend. From the 
manner in which the school is conducted, andthe regular deportment of 
those whe attend, itis confidently hoped that much good by the blessing of 
Providence, will redound to the rising generation. The teacher has it 
in view, after some tims, to solicit the aid of the regular ministers of the 
Gospel in this place. 

‘The school is opened and closed with prayer. Then aportionof God’s 
word is read, and some easy practical questions, arising from what has been 
read, put tothe children; and some wnprovement made of the whole. 
The children are then examined on the Shorter Catechism 5 after which, 
they read some of the Hynms and Songs of Dr. Watts. They again read 
the wordof God 3 andthe Schvol is closed in the manner above mention- 
ed.

OFFERINGS TO GUNGA. 


Mr. William Carey, who is at Cutwa, communicates tlie followin g ac- 
@ount of savave offerings made to the Ganges :— - | 

On the 2d of March, at the Varoonee Festival, a large concourse of Hin- 
doos assembled from all parts of the adjoining country, to bathe in the Gan- 
wes, avillage about two miles from Serampore. While the crowd weré’ 
employed in bathing, aninhabitant of Orissa advanced to the banks of the 
river, leading in his hand his son, a beautiful boy, of about six years of age. 
Having anointed his body with turmeric, and surrounded his temples with 
a garland of ilowers, and clothed hina in new apparel, he repeated the incan- 
tation prescribed by the Shaster; then descending into the river, holding 
up his son in his erm hesaid “ O Mother Ganges, tlris childis thine : to 
thee ] offerit.”  Sosaying, he cast the little boy into the river, who sunk, 
and roseno more. ‘The crowd testified their approbation, by crying out, 
“‘ VTfauribul!” {t appears that, several years back, the parent, being desirous 
of children promised to offer his first-born to Gunga, shouid the goddess 
be propitious to his wishes. 

Another man at the same piace, having performed the usual ceremonies, 
to prevent tlie intervention of his relatives carried his son,a ladabout twelve 
years old, in aboat to the middle of the stream, and there dropped him in. 
The child struggled for some time, and was happily discovered by some 
one passing, who rescued it from death. 

An infant was also cast into the river by its mother, at the same time ; 
but the relatives recovered it, and carried it home.

In 
Amsterdam alone, they amornt to twenty-four and are already in a state 
of ac tive operation, 

‘‘ "Po encourage and assist the proceedings of Netherlands Bible Society 
a large assortment of the Scriptures in various languages has been con- 
ened, in equal proportions, to the cities of Amsterdam and Rotter- 
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‘ The Grand Duchy of Berg Bible Society has exhibited proofs of the 
most laudable ac tivity, and promises to become one of the most useful in 
Germany. It has not only collected Largs sums, but also established Branch 
Societies in various parts of the Duchy, as wellas an active Auxiliary at 
Cologne, under the Presidency of Count Ernst Von der Lippe.  Lts pro- 
ceedings are in all respects marked with great zeal, and directed by sound 
Jucgment and impartia ity, the w yay Catlanlics and Protestants being 
ay. ally attended to. Adonation of ! !. presented to this Society by Dr. 
Stoinkopi, proved the means of supp sty; ine many sold liars, more especial) y 
the .~ and wounded in the hospitals with copies of the Scriptures.

“ Among the Catholic population of this kingdom, about 7000 copies of 
the New Testament liave been distributed, with the special sanction of the 
Episcopal Authority at E!wangen, by the Rev. Leander Van Ess, Catho- 
lic Professor of Divimty in the University of Marbure. 

‘¢ Oi the zeal manifested by this learned, pious, indefatigable Professor, 
in circilating the Scrrptures in the Catholic provinces of Germany, it is 
‘4mpossible to speak but in terms of the highest admiration. 

* More than 60,000 copies of the New Testament have been printed by 
his exertions, and tresh editions are in the press. His work is carried on 
under the sanction oi Episcopal Authority; and, though the demands on 
his labors are increasing, they are very generously met by new subscrip- 
tions and donations. This distingaished philanthropist has had the happi- 
ness to witness the most pleasing iruits of his benevolent exertions, in the 
iuproved habits of those among whom the Scriptures have been distribu- 
ted. Notaouly individuals, bat whole tamilies, have been reformed by the 
perusalofthem. ‘These and other good eifects are so visible, that they 
have produced conviction in some Catholic Clergymen who were former! y 
hostile to the circulation ot the Scriptures, or, who entertained doubts at 
Jeast, as to its practical utility. 

“« Professor Van Ess has exhibited, in his own example, a striking proof 
ef acandid and unprejudiced mind, by devoting part of the fund, furnished 
by tis Society, to the supplying of poor Protestants in Hesse Cassel! and 
Hesse Darmstadt with Luther’s Version of the Scriptures.

roved very acceptable in some parts of Catholic ‘Germany, where that of 
t -rofessor Van Ess has not been received. More than 10, 000 copies of a 
former edition have been circulated; and the present demands are so great, 
that an impression of 20,000 copies will scarcely be suflicient to supply 
them. 

‘“ To these names your Committee will add that of the Rev. John Goss- 
wer, of Munich, who has printed and circulated 10,000 copies of the New 
‘Testament among the German Catholics, 6,009 of which were disposed of 
in less than six weeks. 

‘¢ Your Commitee, anxious to encourage the labors of these respecta- 
ble men, of whose integr ity, zeal, and activity, they have received the most 
satisfactory proofs, have granted to the Rev. Leander Van Ess the sum of 
§00l. in addition to their former grants; to Regens Witmam, 200]. to pro- 
mote the circulation of his New Testament ; ;and to the Rev. John Goss- 
ner, to whom Dr. Steinkopff had presented 1VOL., an additional 2001. for the 
purpose of enabling him to print a second edition of the New Testament. 

“ Of the Bremen, Hamburg-Altona, aud Lubeck Bible Societies, it is 
sufficient to say, that they are in full activity, and have proved highly ben 
eficial within their respective departments. To be continued.
